Former Faculty Member 


Dies at Mount Carmel 


Sister Mary Octavia, BVM, former 
member of the Clarke faculty, died at 
Mount Carmel Tuesday. Funeral 
services were held at Mount Carmel 
Thursday morning. 

Sister taught in the English depart- 
ment at Clarke for over 20 years. A 
Newman scholar, she was also inter- 
ested in journalism and served as ad- 
viser for the Courier staff. 

In 1947 Sister Mary Octavia was 
assigned to St, Brigid’s high school in 
San Francisco, Calif., but she returned 
to the Clarke faculty in 1949 to teach 
at Mount Carmel. 
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Stop Sounding Off; 
SLC Needs Action! 


We all say a lot that isn’t worth 
the amount of air it takes to travel in. 
We have an SLC, an SAF and an honor 
system and we sound off about them 
often. But evidently that’s all we do. 

A student government obviously does 
not mean faculty control. But when a 
student body is so apathetic that it 
neither acts nor reacts, the faculty neces- 
sarily has to step in. Otherwise, Clarke 
would be at a standstill. 

At the basis of the SLC is the honor 
system. And that honor system affects 
all of us in every way. It doesn’t refer 
merely to cheating. 

When someone tells us to shut off 
the radio in the city student lounge 
during quiet hours, we should shut it 
off! And we should not fill in the en- 
suing silence with disparaging remarks 
about the person who understands what 
student government is all about. 

The lunch line has been a mess. If 
we push through before we should or 
try to sign in when we haven't been 
there, we shouldn’t be surprised when 
someone tells us, in no uncertain terms, 
what the score really is at Clarke. 

We're offenders in almost every area 
—the zone, the union, the library, 
quiet hours, and so on ad infinitum. 

Maybe we don’t like being told what 
to do and what not to do by fellow 
students. Maybe we don’t want a stu- 
dent government or an honor system. 
If we don’t, it’s time we find the 
courage to speak up. 

We're tired of sitting back, being 
spoon-fed and spoon-feeding others. If 
we want to keep our student govern- 
ment and our honor system, we'd 
better stop acting like “‘deadheads.” 
A lot depends on the leaders in SAF, 
but just as much depends upon the 
whole student body. 

Are we ready to stop ‘“‘sounding 
off?” We want action— not talk!
